shortly before Christmas, suffered (ion: 
cold, hunger and exposure which re- 
sulted In the death of all but liirce men 
of n. crew of 27 and the suicl.le of the 
captain, who, maddened by hunger and 
cold, shot himself, were relnted here 
today by sailors of the Newfoundland 
Bteamer Bellaventure, Just 
in 
from 


Archangel. 
Members of the crew of the Tfellaven- 


ture, whicli has been in Russian waters 
for more than a year, met and. talked 
with the three survivors of the Suffolk. 
Only one, a Russian Finn, was physi- 
cally able to recount his adventures. 
The other two were not expected lo re- 
cover. 
The Suffolk-, supposedly having 


a cargo of war supplies, was caught In 
the ice of tho White sea with the first 
heavy freeze before the holidays. Con- 
fident of rescue by Ice breakers, only 
tllght fears were entertained at first 


Heavy wealher came, however, the Rus- 
sian Finn said, and finally not onty food 
but fuel to Ueep the men from freexiiiK 
iva's exhausted. The 
suffering dro\'e 


irany insane atid In this condition they 
succumbed- The captain, crazed by the 
Buffering of his men whom he was un- 
able to aid and himself cxhausiud anci 
worn, committed suicide. 


When only ten survivers . remained 


the men decided to try to reach land on 
foot. Taking wilh them what was left 
of the scanty provisions they set forth 
on an SO-mile trip across the ice. The 
day after they deserted the ship a bliz- 
zard set in and the parly soon became 
scattered. Only three 
were 
able to 


stick together and after days of wan- 
dering they were found by the crew of 
a British ship and taken, lo land!

PITTSBURGH. Pa., May 
1.—Thou- 


sands of persons were compelled eith- 
er to walk or ride In automobiles or 
big drays to work today as a result 
of the strike of street car men which 
began shortly ' after midnight. 
Oper- 


ations were completely suspended on 
all lines of the Pittsburgh 
Railways 


Co., in Pittsburgh and vicinity and the 
Washington and Charleroi Interurban 
Ines, as well as on the Beaver Val- 
cy and Washington local lines. Pres- 
cient J. D. Gallery announced that no 
attempt to operate cars would be made 
today. 
' 


The Pennsylvania, Baltimore & Ohio, 


and the Pittsburgh & Lake Erie rail- 
roads put on extra local trains in or- 
der to handle the increased crowds, 
while all the down town department 
stores and other business houses sent 
automobile delivery trucks to various 
sections of the city to gather up their 
employes. 


No disorder marked the start of the 


strike and within two hours after the 
order had been issued traction service 
had been tied up. 


The strikes affect 3200 conductors 


and motormen and about 800 other em- 
ployes of the company. The men flrst 
demanded 30, 35 and 38 cents an hour 
for, respectively, the flrst, second and 
third year's service, but later yielded 
to 30, 33 and 36 cents.

icy issued since the first of last July 
has contained a provision that in case 
the rates should he changed before the 
expiration of the 
policy, either 
the 


company or the insured shall have the 
right to demand a readjustment of the 
premium rate for the balance of. the 
term of the policy. 
Inasmuch as the rates average abom 


20 per cent, higher than those which 
have been in effect up to the present 
time, it is plain that a majority of 
employers will 
be required to pay 


more money for their accident protec- 
tion Insurance. 
In some lines of industry, however, 


the increase will be far more than 20 
per cent.; breweries, for example, are 
hereafter to have a rate more than 100 
per cent, greater than they have here- 
ofore been paying; the textile rates 
show an average increase of about 7s 
per cent., while machine shops, also, 
are materially advanced. 


Boots and shoes, on the other hand, 


show a decrease of about three per 
cent., this being the most prominent 
industry to show a decrease. 
In some 


of the smaller industries, however, the 
Increase runs up to about 50 per cent. 
The new rates were originally .in- 


tended to' go into effect on April l.but 
Gov. McCall interfered and demands! 
that the insurance commissioner sus- 
pend them for a time; a 30 day sus- 
pension was granted, and during that 
time the 
commission has

statistics showing the actual business 
done and profits made by the compa- 
nies last year, as a result of which he 
has refused to make any further sus- 
pension, claiming that the figures in- 
dicate conclusively .that the compa- 
nies must have more money.

British Ship, With Cargo of War 


Supplies, Gaught in Ice—Cap- 
tain Shot Himself 


HALJPAX, N. S., May 1.—How the 


captain and crew o( the British steam- 
ship Suffolk caught In the- ice In the 
White sea on her way .to Archangel 
shortly before Christmas, suffered from 
cold, hunger and exposure which re- 
sulted In the death o£ all but three men 
ot a:crtsw of 27 and the suicide of the 
captain, who, maddened by hunger and 
cold, shot himself, were related here 
today by sailors of the, Newfoundland 
steamer Bellavenlure, just in from 
Archangel. 
' 
' 
Members of the crew of the Bellaven- 


ture, -which has been in nussian waters 
for more than a year, met and talked 
with the three survivors of the Suffolk. 
Only one, a Russian Finn, was physi- 
cally able 'to recount hl3 adventures. 
The other two were not expected to re- 
cover. The Suffolk, supposedly having 
a cargo of war supplies, was caught in 
the ice of the White sea with the flrsl 
heavy freeze before the holidays. Con- 
fident of rescue by ice breakers, only 
slight fears were entertained at first. 


Heavy weather came, however, the Rus 
£lan Finn said, and finally not only food 
but fuel to keep the men from freezing 
was exhausted. The 
suffering drove 


ir.any insane and in this condition they 
succumbed. The captain, erazod by the 
suffering of his men whom'he was un 
al,le to aid and himself exhausted and 
worn, committed suicide. 


When only ten survivers remained 


the men decided to try to'reach land on 
foot. Taking with them what was left 
of the scanty provisions they set forth 
on an SO-mlle trip across the Ice. The 
day alter they deserted the ship a bliz- 
zard set In and the party soon became 
scattered. 
Only three 
were 
able to 


stick together and after days of wan- 
dering they were found by'the crew of 
a British shlp-and taken to land. Search 
for the bodies of the others was fruit- 
less.

of the public emphatically to the fact 
that the city of Lowell, with more than 
138 acres of parks, spends the ludi- 
crously small sum of $12,000 a'year 
to maintain them and that other cities 
of the size, of Lowell sppnd five, six 
and seven times that amount.
